As a result, we have found that it is best not to 
employ a person who Is of extremely high-strung make-up or subject 
to nervous tensions, for our experience indicates that such an em- 
ployee is subject to severe emotional strain a nd possible nervous

On the basis of their appraisal of I 
our medical stall advised that in their opinion [ 
sufficiently high-strung as to envisage the possibility that her health 
might be impaired by the strains under which she would have to work 
in this Agency. The medical staff, therefore, recommended that 
resign, and she has done so. 


1 wish to stress that our judgment, in this and similar cases, 
is based on the probability of serious impairment of the employee's 
health. The Agency's experience in such cases has been such as to 
lead us to the conclusion that it is very much to the individual em- 
ployee's benefit If we face up to this fact before a breakdown occurs 
or their health is impaired.
